The formal opening by the Lord Bis- 
hop of Rupert's Land, of the Washakada 
Home for Indian children at Elkhorn, 
took place on Weduesday last, 7th inst. 
This institution will have a special inter- 
est for many of our subscribers, as eleven 
out of the twenty twe children at present 
in it, are from the Moose Mountain Re- 
serves, Where, from one reason or another 
there has so far been some ditticulty in 
establishing a school. The home, situated 
in the town of Elkhorn, is composed of 
three substantially built and tastefully 
finished two-storied buildings, each about 
40x45 feet. The centre buildings, besides 
the apartments of the Superintendent, 
contains the dining reom and kitchen on 


the ground floor, and a large school room | 


on the upper, the eastern building is) fer 
the beys, the western for the girls, with 
apartments for the matron. 

This Home fer Indian children 
been mainly brought into existence by the 
Rev. E. F. Wilson, and isa reproditetion 
of the Shingwaup Home a Sault Ste. 
Marie, Ontario, with which his naine les 
been so leony well known. 

The cost of the buildings at Elkhorn. 
has been about $10,000, 86,00000f which 
was received as a grant from Government 
through the Indian office, the remainder 
has been raised by private subseriptions 
from friends far and near one of whom, a 
resident of Elkhorn gave $1,000.
